BEWIND THE TAGE OF CHINA 


MEMORABLE DAY 


June 17 is the first anniversary of the day when 
hundreds of thousands of workers throughout 
East Germany, armed only with sticks, bottles 
and rocks like the two brave Berliners above, 
rose against their Red masters until they were 
shot down and dispersed by Russian troops. 
Some 12,000 leaders of the revolt were later 
arrested and jailed or sent to Russia. As far as 
East Germany’s freedom is concerned, June 17 
was a false dawn. Yet it is a memorable day in 
the history of world freedom for two reasons. 

First, Germany was the birthplace of Marx 
and German workers were Communism’s ear- 
liest converts; by rising at last against a Com- 
munist government, these same German work- 
ers destroyed one of Communism’s strongest 
myths, that of its mass base. Second, as long 
as there are individuals anywhere with enough 
courage to throw rocks at the tanks of tyranny, 
freedom will live. 
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The President has confessed his indecision 
on intervention in Indochina. Admiral Car- 


a graver challenge than Korea, fell into 


a well of embarrassed silence. Defense Sec- 
retary Wilson and General Van Fleet have 
returned from the Orient exuding gloom and 
impotence. In Geneva, Britain hugs its last 
illusions about Red China. In Indochina the 
French regroup and wait for rain. 

The ground of freedom lies cracked and 
gullied as though from some great moral 
drought. Over it looms a blank slab of uni- 
fied purpose—the Red plan to subvert and 
control the whole world. This plan con- 
fronts us with that “geopolitician’s night- 
mare,”’ insatiable China with implacable 
Russia at its back. Heads are buried in pil- 
lows in Tokyo, London, Washington in fear 
of China—the very capitals where China 
was so lately an object of fond contempt. 

The contempt was foolish. So is the fear. 
Now that China is an enemy of civilization, 
we need to know more than its face. The 
slab-rock face of Chou En-lai or of Mao 
Tse-tung is not the only China we need to 
know. In this fifth year of their ascendancy 
they do not represent China, They do not 
even control it, 

The chief authority for this statement is 
the Chinese Red press. It relates a story 
not heard in Geneva—a story of war between 
China's government and China’s people. 

In order to feed its friends and starve its 
foes, the Red government forcibly collects 
around 80% of all crops in China. It collects 
them into central warehouses guarded by 
the Red army; these warehouses are never- 
theless regularly plundered and burned. 
Hungry peasants stormed the cities after 
last year’s bad crop; this year, if the crop is 
no better, the hunger will be worse. So 
whatever motives they may have for making 
peace, Mao and Chou have plenty of motive 
to continue the war, both in Geneva and In- 
dochina, until they have added the Delta rice 
bow! to their precarious armory of food. 

The Chinese Communist party has defined 
its 1954 problems as follo to eliminate 
party disunity, to suppress “enemies with- 
in the country” and to win allegiance from 
“the greater part of the peasant masses,” 
so far unwon. The methods being employed 
—ruthless force, universal espionage, brain- 
washing—are sufficiently well known in the 
West, and sufficiently effective in China to 
prevent organized open rebellion. But the 
Communist press of China, which Lire Edi- 
tor John Osborne has just excerpted in Hong 
Kong, proves that the Red tyranny does not 
mean public order. 

For example. their press tells us that 12 
Nationalist agents were recently executed 
for running an anti-Communist “youth van- 
guard society” which conducted sabotage in 
at least six cities against railways. granaries 
and civil and military administrations. Said 
the Peking People's Daily, “The enemy is 


exhausting all means to penetrate into our 
vital departments.” The administrative coun- 
cil of Yunnan reported that 200,000 anti- 
Communist guerrillas had been killed in 
southwest China in recent months. 

The Shanghai Liberation Daily has re- 
ported investigation of 280 cases of forest 
arson. “Serious sabotage of mountain for- 
ests has reached an intolerable stage,” says a 
Kwangtung government directive, In Hunan 
in April 70 hungry peasants surrounded one 
district office and tried to kidnap the Red 
officials. In five other Hunan localities, says 
the People’s Daily, peasants and militiamen 
were caught making illegal arms and trying 
to whip up “the wavering sentiments of 
the masses” in abortive revolts, 

The Yangtze Daily in March reported mass 
antigovernment demonstrations by workers 
in the streets of Hankow. Sixteen coolies 
were executed for incitement, after public 
trial. These public trials are a method of ter- 
roristic indoctrination of which the press has 
great hopes: “After participating in judicial 
activity the workers have greatly increased 
their consciousness.” This kind of judicial 
activity has been found necessary in a dozen 
listed industrial centers. 

One old Hong Kong rumor has just been 
confirmed by a smuggled copy of the Kwang- 
si Daily of Oct. 26, 1953. It reported that 
after 16 peasant leaders had been shot for re- 
sisting an order, 6,000 peasants armed with 
sickles attacked the district office, seized fire- 
arms and battled with Red troops for a full 
week, No wonder Liu Shao-chi, vice chair- 
man of the Chinese Politburo, the No. 2 Red 
boss, complains of “spontaneous tendencies 
toward capitalism among the peasants.” 

‘The morale of the army, which is mostly 
drafted peasants, has been the object of Gen- 
eralissimo Chu Teh’s official “deep concern,” 
especially since the defection of the Kore- 
an prisoners, The press continues to berate 
the “conceit” and “individualism” infecting 
the army’s party workers. The party also ac- 
cuses itself of “low revolutionary vigilance 
and political inertia” and of underestimat- 
ing “counterrevolutionary elements in the 
countryside.” These errors the press summa- 
rizes in one damning phrase: “belittlement 
of the enem: 

We of the West should not belittle our 
enemy, nor underestimate our long and tor- 
tuous task of containing Communism in Asia 
(let alone helping to liberate Asia from Com- 
munism). But there is one worse error than 
underestimating the enemy: to be immobi- 
lized by fear of his massive face. There are 
cunning, ruthlessness, a respectable amount 
of power and endless resolution behind that 
face. But the hundreds of millions of human 
beings it pretends to speak for—most of them 
—are not behind it. They are human beings 
and therefore our potential allies. When we 
bargain with China’s Red leaders, and when 
we resolve our indecision about how and 
where to stop them, let us remember that.

ON MT. McKINLEY: RESCUE AFTER VICTORY 


On April 17 four young men set out to climb Mt. McKinley in Alaska, 
one of the world’s most formidable mountains, One, Elton Thayer who 
organized the expedition, was a park ranger. Another, Morton Wood, was 


a Fairbanks farmer. The others, Lesl;

69-foot-high peak. Mt. McKin- 
ley, highest point on the North American continent, soars farther (over 
three miles) from its base than even Mt. Everest, which rises from a 
16,000-foot-high plateau. Northernmost of the world’s great peaks, it is 
enshrouded nearly all year by poor weather, and only a half-dozen parties 
have reached the summit since 1913, when cli s first achieved it. 

To make their task even more impressive, the Thayer party set out to 
reach the summit over the southern approach, which no 
been able to do before. First they climbed to the basin of Rut 
5.000 fect. where Wood’s wife, piloting a plane, air-dropped them fresh 
supplies. Ascending the glacier, they crossed a strip appropriately named 
Very Narrow Ridge. At the foot of an ice slope they were immobilized for 
three days by a heavy snowstorm, When that stopped it took four more 
days to hack out 1,038 steps needed to negotiate the ice slope. Then 
after climbing a terrifying series of ridges, they had to drop down 2,000 
feet and go up again on another tack, constantly imperiled by ice ava- 
lanches and impeded by sheer walls of ice. 

Finally, on May 15, they moved out of their high camp at the 17,000- 
foot level and by midafternoon reached the peak. They stayed there for 
half an hour before starting down. Then tragedy overtook the Thayer 
party in this high blue-and-white world of sky and snow. 

The story of the climb, disaster and the harrowing events which fol- 
lowed is told on the next four pages in photographs taken by the climbers 
themselves and a rescuer. Throughout the expedition Les Viereck and 
Morton Wood took superb pictures in both color and black and white.

Rare outdoor ritual canonizes cobbler’s son 


Hushed before the exalted ritual and hot under the bright Roman 
sky, 500,000 pilgrims packed into the vast sweep of St. Peter's 
Square last week to witness the canonization of Giuseppe Sarto, 
the cobbler’s son who died as Pope Pius X in 1914 (Lire, May 31). 
It was the first canonization of a Pope in 242 years and the first ever 
held outdoors. Within the enormous cathedral lay his preserved 
body; above it hung tapestries depicting the new saint’s miracles 
of healing. Outside, living evidence of one miracle (right) sat in the 
huge throng as Pope Pius XII, heralded by choirs and escorted by 
his Noble Guards, was borne slowly to the cathedral steps. There 
Pius XII eulogized Pius X for having urged a union of faith and sci- 
ence when many theologians believed it no longer possible. Then, 
in ornate ceremonial Latin, he proclaimed the canonization of St. 
Pius—"The saint,” he declared, “Providence presents to our era.”

Colonel breaks speed record on land to study shock of bail-outs from jets 


When a pilot bails out of a jet plane going far faster than the speed of 
sound, his body may hit the air with an impact so terrific that his neck 
could be broken, his skin seared, his chest crushed or his parachute torn 
‘o learn what type of protection must be designed to safeguard the 
Air Force L colonel John P. Stapp has been undergoing a series 
owing tests (above) which duplicate on the ground the rigors of 
bail-outs aloft. 

Strapped to a seat on a rocket-propelled sled at Holloman Air Force 
Base in New Mexico, Colonel Stapp is shot along a railway track at 421 
mph, the fastest man has ever traveled on land. As the sled hits troughs 


s the equivalent of 3.960 pounds. The force of gravity upon 
mes greater than normal, one and a half times more than the 
G-force a pilot has to stand when hurtling from standard jets. 

Stapp will soon be breaking hi speed record, for the sled has been 
igned by Northrop Aircraft to reach 800 mph, comparable in wind: 
blast effect to 1,860 mph at 40,000 feet, and to stop so suddenly that it 
can subject its rider to 100 Gs. It will even roll him like a wildly rotat- 
ing Ferris wheel, simulating the sickening spin of supersonic bail-outs.

SAC is a hard, tight outfit which could go to war tomorrow m 
without blinking an eye 
‘The airmen of SAC have their bags packed. Even in their off hours 
they can always be Their planes are as ready as the best 
teams of mainte n make them. Every plane has an un- 
touchable flyaway hit of enough spare parts for 30 days’ operation 
—and 30 days is at least 15 times as long as anybody in SAC thinks 
an air war would last. Every first-line crew, the so-called “select 
crews” chosen after long and remorseless competition in navigation 
and practice bombing, has its chosen target inside Russia. Be it Rus- 
sian military base or Russian industrial complex, the crew has 
bombed it by proxy dozens of times, in the form of some piece of 
U.S. geography with sit contours. If disaster should ever come 
and these crews should find themselves over R they would feel 
right at home and know exactly what they were doi 
In their day-to-day training these men do everything but drop an 
actual bomb. ‘They fly missions that last as long as 40 hours. ‘They 
travel a distance as far as from Texas to the ‘heart of Russia and 
back. They fly so long between take-off and landing that the pilots 
have to practice these operations separately lest they grow danger- 
ously rusty. They refuel their giant planes from tanker planes that 
rise to meet them, almost as casually as a motorist drops in at a 
roadside filling station. (Somewhere in the world a SAC tanker re- 
fuels a SAC bomber every five minutes of the day and night. “We 
refuel ‘em,” said one high officer recently, “whether they need it 
or not.”) The airmen wear full battle regalia. The bombardiers line 
up the bomb run, pinpoint the target and open the bays, while a 
ground radar station at the target point measures where the bomb 
would have dropped and cameras keep a record of how well the 
gunners would have done against their fighter opposition.

B-17. The officers of the new Air Force are too experienced and too 
sophisticated to make any rash claims about hitting a barrel mouth, 
but they actually Anow, thanks to all their electronic measuring de- 
vices, exactly how close they can come to any kind of target under 
any kind of conditions. They know for a fact that their radar equip- 
ment enables them to bomb more accurately on a piteh-black night, 
over terrain completely covered by clouds, than the B-17 bombardiers 
were able to do on a sunny day. They are terrific competitors, these 
new bomb crews, and when their accuracy goes off by a few hund 
feet they act much like a baseball player who has muffed a doubl 
play grounder. But even the kind of bombing th ider deplor 
ble would be more than enough, with the destructive range of the 
atom or hydrogen bomb, to destroy their targets. There are no near 
misses in SAC. 

One thing General LeMay demands of his outfit, unique in U.S. 
military annals, is the attitude that the war might start any instant. 
He likes to tell himself and everyone else in SAC, “Somebody might 
blow the whistle on us tomorrow morning.” When he became head 
‘of SAC in 1948, his equipment was mostly B-29s and B-50s. Since 
then he has received large numbers of B-36s, the big intercontinental 
bomber with six piston and four jet engines, and B-47s, a smaller all- 
jet bomber of great speed.

eneral LeMay, an only slightly mellowed fire-eater at 47, is 
ideally suited by reputation and demeanor to keep his command at 
the peak efficiency which world conditions and U.S. military pol- 
icy demand. He is himself an expert flier with more than 9,000 
hours in the air, including some of the roughest combat missions 
of World War II. He can fly any of SAC’s planes, including the 
brand-new B-52, as well as the best of his pilots. He is also an 
expert navigator and bombardier and could show his maintenance 
crews a trick or two of the grease monkey’s art. (He likes to spend 
his free evenings working with the mechanics on the racing cars 
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in the Offutt hobby shop.) In manner he is dark, burly and fierce 
—a man whom nobody in his right mind would want to cross. 
His crews tell legends of him. They say that once he went along 
in the copilot’s seat to observe a SAC bomber flight. Before take- 
off the pilot asked him to put out the cigar he was smoking, 
“Why?” demanded LeM. Well, sir,” said the pilot, © “there’s a 
regulation against smoking while on the ground.” Said the gen- 
eral, "I made the regulation and I can break it.” The pilot ex- 
plained gently, “With gas fumes inside, there’s a chance the plane 
might catch fire.” Whereupon the general snorted, “It wouldn’t 
dare!” This story and the others of its kind are pure fabrications, 
of course, but they tell something important about LeMay’s stand- 
ing with his men. Unlike the walking. on-water stories that the 
troops used to tell about General MacArthur, the jokes about 
LeMay hold more affection than malice. They indicate what is per- 
haps the nutshell truth about LeMay: he is a hard taskmaster, all 
of whose tasks make sense. One officer who served, suffered and 
reached the heights of accomplishment under him has said, "'He’s 
gh—but he’s not stupid tough.”

No spit and no dowagers 


\y is no spit-and-polish general. Nor is he the type of mili- 
tary man who can ingratiate himself with congressmen, pub- 
lishers and society dowagers. He has no sense of politics or even 
tact. To hima proposition either makes sense or it does not. If it 
d make sense, it needs no fancy slick talk. If it does not, all the 
snake oil in the world cannot hide the fact. LeMay has impressed a 
good many congressional committees simply by his irrefutable logic 
and obvious common sense. But for the job of going hat in hand 
to a committee, trying to appease it or sell it a bill of goods, he 
would be the last candidate in the world. In fact he would never 
accept the job any’ 

Being the kind of man he is, LeMay has had some quiet but 
ope quarrels with the Pentagon over strategy and tactics; indeed 

here has hardly been a time since the end of World War II that 
he and the high command saw eye to eye on all topics. Often he 
has been proved right; sometimes, as in his original dislike for the 

eihadibeas proved wrong. But in no case has he tried to 
| his opinions or mollify his superiors. This raises the 
ly interesting question whether he will ever become Air Chief 
Staff, a post for which his record obviously makes him a leading 
candidate. 

Aside from his distaste for the niceties of peacetime military 
etiquette, however, LeMay and the Air Force seem to have been 
made for each other. The Air Force has in many ways been a 
lone-wolf proposition: the fighter pilot alone in his cockpit, the 
tail gunner isolated in his turret. The combat air commander, in 
particular, requires a high degree of self-reliance and tolerance of 
loneliness. LeMay, the oldest of six children of a common labor: 
\ man. was forced to develop these traits from the start. In 
Columbus, Ohio. where he spent most of his childhood, he sold 
newspapers, shoveled snow, hauled ashes and delivered telegrams. 
In what little spare time he had as a schoolboy, he liked to dabble 
in radio by building crystal sets, or roam through the woods with 
a rifle and a bowie knife. He had a bicycle, played on a neighbor- 
hood foothall team and once took part in a Sunday-school play; 
but mostly he was engaged in more solitary pursuits. As a school 
friend has recalled, “He was always a quiet, reticent chap.” 

There was one incident in LeMay’s childhood that throws con- 
siderable light on his character. He and a friend were playing 
on the bank of the Scioto River, having a mock battle with sling- 
shots fired from the opposite sides of a big mound of earth. His 
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friend tired of the game and stood up to call the whole thing off. 
LeMay, before realizing his friend's intentions, took aim and fired. 
The stone struck his friend right beneath the left eye, causing a 
bruise which immediately began to swell to alarming proportions. 
In such a situation a child can react in many ways: LeMay might 
have displayed anything from cruel indifference to hysterical re- 
morse. What he actually did was calmly take his friend toa nearby 
spring and bathe his eye in cold water “for an hour until the swell- 
ing was gone. The incident was over; it was unfortunate, but 
there was no use regretting it. The thing to do was remedy it as 
efficiently as possible. 

LeMay’s high school annual lists his only extracurricular activ- 
ity as debating, Under his graduation picture are the words, "If 
he had any fai he has left us in doubt.” He had already de- 
cided on the military life but soon discovered that the unsociable 

son of a poor ironworker was not like- 
ly to get the congressional appoint- 
ment required for entrance to West 
Point, At the same time he learned 
that the Army commissioned some of 
the honor graduates of Ohio State Uni- 
versity, so he decided to study there. 

His college career was strenuous, 
He took civil engineering, a difficult 
course, and he earned his own way in 
whatever fashion he could. During one 
semester he worked at a foundry from 
5:30 p.m. to 2:30 a.m., then rose to 
attend a 9 a.m, class. He was supposed 
to graduate with the class of '28 but 
he had to keep dropping out to work

obtaining a direct commission as an 
honor graduate. But LeMay was already following the militar 
technique of having an alternate battle plan in readiness. He too 
a reserve commission through the university ROTC unit and 
promptly applied for air cadet training. 

He planned, if his application was turned down, to return to 
the university for his degree. By early September, when the uni- 
versity year was about to begin, he had still received no word 
from the Air Corps. Should he assume that the Air Corps would 
take him—and thus possibly lose a school year if turned down? 
Or should he start his university classes—and thus possibly lose 

is registration fees and a good deal of study time if he were called 

Most young men would have pondered only these two alter- 
natives, and indeed a friend of his who was in a similar position 
actually went ahead and enrolled at the university. LeMay, how- 
ever, more resourceful. He sent a telegram to The Adjutant 
General asking what had become of his application for air training. 
Within a few d he got an answer: he had been accepted and 
would start training on Nov. 1. 

As a student pilot LeMay was as serious as ever. He shunned 
the weekend frolicking which was then considered an integral part 
of training and instead spent his spare time working over engines 
and navigation charts. Once, while stationed in Michigan after get- 
ting his wings, he was tempted to quit the Air Corps to fly Henry 
Ford’s famous old three-engined transports for the fat salary of a 
private pilot. But he yed with the military, became one of its 
topflight celestial navigators and was chosen to help run the B-17 
Flying Fortress program when the Air Corps got the first of these 
planes in 1937. LeMay has been a big-bomber man ever since— 
while the big bomber has evolved from the 70-foot-long B-17 to 
the 156-foot B-52. 

As a World War II division commander in the 8th Air Force in 
England, LeMay won considerable fame and his general’s stars at 
the cost of a good deal of personal anguish. He was in the bombing 
program from the very beginning and the beginnings were painful 
to any man of a contemplative and perfectionist turn of mind. 
The U.S. had simply not been ready in any respect when the war be- 
gan, and the first fliers to strike at Germany were sacrifices to this 
neglect. It was an experience which LeMay will never forget. “I 
never want to go through again what I had to go through in England 
for two years,” he has since remarked. “If we could have staged 
2,000-plane missions when we got there, the war would haye been 
shortened by.a lot of lives: But no; we-weren’t-ready and we'bad 
to catch up—which meant that we had to sit there and watch the 
Luftwaffe train on us. . . .”

It was the human thing to do but it was intolerable in war. LeMay 
decided on a new rule and set the example himself. Leading an 
attack on the submarine pens at Lorient, he held a straight course 
during his bomb run for seven interminable minutes, defying the 
ack-ack gunners to do their best. His own plane and several others 
were hit by flak. But all returned to their base and the aerial recon- 
naissance photos showed what LeMay knew would have to be true: 
the bombs had fallen where they were supposed to and the Germans 
had taken a severe blow. From that day on, the pilots held to their 
bomb runs regardless of what went on around them. In his terse 
language LeMay explained it: "Having paid the price of admi 
to get over the targets, we've got to get the benefits. 
Lacking time to train all crews to an equal standard of pro- 
ficiency, LeMay originated the system of “lead crews,”” where one 
plane manned by the finest crew available led the way over the tar- 
get and signaled the others when to release their bombs. He de: 
oped formations which would have maximum firing power against 
the German fighters. And he himself went to the controls as often 
as he could get away with it. Among other missions, he led the 
famous one on the heavily defended German airplane plant at 
Regensburg, which cost the U.S. 31 bombers and the Germans un- 
told numbers of unproduced Messerschmitts. He did admit after- 
ward ina letter to his wife (he wrote to her every day while he was 
overseas), We had a rough trip today.

Many years later a reporter asked LeMay if the engine failures 
had not represented a particularly difficult morale problem. He 
looked surprised and said, “Most of the boys just took it as some- 
thing we had to live with.” This remark doubtlessly expressed Le- 
May's own attitude, Whether all his fliers were equally philosoph- 
ical is something else again. But it is significant that LeMay has 
never thought to ponder this question. 

Gradually the B-29 became a respectable airplane. The produc- 
tion bugs were ironed out and the maintenance crews, under Le- 
May’s constant prodding, learned to make the engines behave. By 
the time he was transferred to Guam in early 1945 to become the 
commander in the field for the all-out attack on Japan from the 
new U.S. bases in the Marianas, he knew he had the airplane to do 
the job. Up to his arrival, however, the B-29s had not been accom- 
plishing too much, They had to fly 3,128 miles round trip and 
they were running into stubborn fighter and antiaircraft opposi- 
tion. Some were being shot down and others were running out of 
gas and dropping into the sea. The bomb pattern shown by the 
reconnaissance photos left a lot to be desired. 

Again it was the old story of getting the bombs on the target. Le- 
y called off all the missions for a while to give his crews inten- 
training. He had them bomb the very devil out of some of the 
little uninhabited islands around Guam just for the practice. He 
selected lead crews and had them practice all over again. He some- 
how managed to diffuse such a spirit through the maintenance 
crews that they practically fought for the chance to work on planes

planes over Japan and they did much better, But they still had 
to cope with the Japanese fighters, who were deadly in the day- 
light, and with terrific high-altitude winds that threw off their 
bombing runs 

At that point LeMay made one of the crucial military decisions 
of all time, a decision that will certainly go down in history alon 
side such fortunate tactical choi n’s counterat 


sas Washi 
tack at Trenton and such strategic fiascos as Napoleon’s invasion 
of Russia, Le became utterly convinced that the Japanese 
fighter planes, as effective as they might be by day, could do noth- 
ing at night. He also decided that the Japanese ack-ack fire, geared 
to shooting the B-29s at 25,000 feet, would be helpless against a 
surprise low-level attack at, say, 6,000 feet. He also believed that 
night bombing by radar ata low level, against winds of ordinary 
velocity, would be more effective than daylight bombing by a plane 
buffeted by those high-altitude gales. His Jered judgment, 
therefore, was to throw his force against the capital city of Tokyo 
by night, at 6,000 feet, with an extra bomb load in place of gun- 
ners. (There was more danger that the gunners might shoot each 
other down in these unfamiliar nighttime tactics, he figured, than 
that Japanese fighters would do much damage.) 

Such was his judgment. To execute it required the greatest imag- 
inable force of character. In the first place his beliefs were not 
shared by the majority of his staff officers. If he was wrong, as the 
majority believed, he would be throwing away the heart of the 20th 
Air Force, its precious B-29s and its best pilots, navigators, radar 
men and bombardiers: he would be sending his men to a certain 
re. He would undoubtedly go down as one of history's worst 
sers, a military idiot. 

There LeMay sat, on the tight, tropical little island of Guam, 
8,420 miles from the Pentagon, weighing his decision. Across the 
world, as any student of military science could see, the Allies were 
rapidly bringing Germany:to defeat. Soon the whole Allied strength 
could be brought to bear for a final assault on Japan. There was no 
longer any question that the U.S. and its friends would win the 
war, and fairly soon—unless, of course, somebody made a terrible 
error, such as sending the B-29 fleet into a hopeless ambush. Why 
take the chance? And of course there was another matter: no man, 
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however dedicated to duty and to country, can help thinking at 
times of his own neck. LeMay must have realized that all he had 
to do was sit tight, use the old high-level tactics and wait for the 
invasion to preserve the reputation as a boy wonder that he had 
achieved in Europe. As far as he personally was concerned, he 
could win nothing and could lose everything by making the gamble. 

Tt is a measure of LeMay, as a military commander and as a man, 
that he did not hesitate. He did not even do what many men would 
have been tempted to do—temporize by bucking the decision up 
to the Pentagon. He saw his duty and he did it. He took out the 
guns, He piled on the bombs. He sent 335 B-29s up to Tokyo to fly 
in at 6,000 feet and drop their fire bombs. 

That attack saved, in all probability, a million U.S. dead and 
wounded, perhaps even more, It was enormously successful; it 
practically obliterated 15 square miles of Tokyo, including some 
of the city’s most important industrial shops. And it set the pat- 
tern for a whole summer of raiding in which LeMay systematically 
destroyed one Japanese city after another. Once he had the right 
system for victory, LeMay piled it on. On his own initiative he 
stepped up the assault beyond anything contemplated i in the Pen- 
tagon, where the war in the Pacific was still second in priority to 
the European war. As fast as bombs trickled through the long sup- 
ply line to Guam, the B-29s dropped them. LeMay threw in every- 
thing he could get his hands on. Sometimes 50 or more of his B-29s 
would be laid up for repairs at 8 o’clock in the morning. At 10 a.m. 
a planeload of spare parts would arrive from,the U.S.—and by 5 
p.m. the B-29s were taking off for Japan, 


The cigar and the grommet 


Ls, was a strange, hard, inspiring figure during those busy 
nd intense days on Guam. Compared to some of his subor- 
dinate officers, flamboyant fliers of dash and charm who loved to 
drink, gamble and exchange racy anecdotes, LeMay often looked— 
as one correspondent put it—like “an accountant put down among 
a bunch of polo players.” His office was simply a couple of quonset 
huts set end to end. His desk was a bare piece of plywood. He lived 
in a little house overlooking the ocean and spent a great deal of 
time there sitting alone on the porch, staring at the water and 
doubtless contemplating how to get more bombs on the target. To 
ribet jescpla cu tal lalesid ts Woes Bagwttasr"tTNe Clean” 1a He 
was almost nevet seen without one clamped between his teeth. 
Others called him “The Grommet,” for he seemed to be the only 
air officer the Pacific who had not removed the steel grommet 
from inside his cap to give it that famed "50-mission look.” 

He was all business, no monkeyshines. One enlisted man has 
said, “If you had been in the Pacific for three years, as I had been, 
you were past wondering when the war would ever end. You began 
to wonder if any of the generals or admirals really cared. They had 
it pretty good on Guam, with their own houses and iceboxes and a 
steady liquor allowance and not much work to do. Then along 
came LeMay, bustling around in a beat-up old staff car with that 
cigar in his mouth, and somehow you knew that here was one fel- 
low who was doing his damnedest to get you home.” 

The word went around Guam that LeMay had bet a thousand 
dollars the war would be over by the end of summer. The B-29s 
began hitting Japan with almost complete impunity. The casualty 
rate ape until it was safer to bomb Japan than take a train- 
ing flight in the U.S. After all this the atom bomb was unneces- 
sary. The Japanese were ready to surrender—and everybody 
the 20th air | Force knew it—even before Hiroshima. LeMay’s 
gamble had paid off. 

One might think that he would have been inclined to go to 
Japan as the conquering hero and survey his handiwork. But when 
he was asked about making the trip he said, almost as if express- 
ing regret for what he had been forced to do to such places as 
Tokyo, “I don’t want to go. Japan is just another place I don’t 
want to go.” He did duck in and out for the ceremony of the peace 
treaty but then went quietly home like a good soldier with his 
duty done. 

There is one aspect of LeMay’s victory in the Pacific that has 
surely not been lost upon the Russians. The fire raids, as much 
as the dropping of the atom bomb, involved grave moral problems. 
They were planned to destroy industry, but everybody knew that 
each time LeMay sent his B-29s out a lot of innocent and helpless 
men, women and babies were also going to be burned up. This fact 
did not deter LeMay. He is a thoroughgoing professional soldier. 
To him warfare reduces itself to a simple alternative: kill or be 
killed. He would not hesitate a moment—indeed he would not 
consider any moral problem to be involved at all—in unleashing 
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the terrible power that now lies in his hands with the B-36, the 
B-47, the B-52 and the hydrogen bomb. In comparison to most 
Americans, who have not seen the shooting aspect of war and have 
never given too much thought to military problems, LeMay is a 
very tough man—the kind of man the Russians respect. 

LeMay threw everything he had against the Japanese. If the need 
came, it would only be in character for him to throw everything 
he now has-—and it is of course infinitely more devastating— 
against the Rus cause the U.S. itself is now vulnerable 
rfields and its aircraft plants included, SAC must 
figure that it would be at peak strength on the first day of any 
war and would rapidly decline thereafter. It would therefore be 
logical for any commander possessed of the guts to throw his en- 
tire strength at the Russians in the very first wave, to send every 
plane, every crew and every bomb out in one vast all-or-nothing 
attack, At SAC’s present strength, this would mean total destruc- 
tion, within 2 matter of days or even hours, of practically every 
known concentration of Russian industry, transportation or mil- 
itary strength. 

Could the Russians stop such an attack? Nobody in SAC has 
the slightest thought that they could even slow it down. So far as 
is known, the Russians have no ground radar to direct antiaircraft 
fire that would be effective at the extreme high altitude of the pr 
ent U s no doubt whatever among SAC's staff 
that SAC as it stands today could, if the signal were given, com- 
pletely devas:ate Russia and have by far the majority of its crews 
return to tell the tale. As one SAC officer has ominously put it, 
“If the Russians decide to go to war, they won't have any country 
to ol back to.” 

fhis is tough talk and completely ignores what might simulta- 
neously be happening to U.S. cities, but it may be that LeMay will 
be able to perform his greatest service for the U.S. and for civiliza- 
tion by acting as the symbol of toughness. Sooner or later any 
conversation with high SAC officials gets around to such his- 
toric custodians of the world peace as the Roman legions and the 
British navy. It is obvious that LeMay and his staff think of them- 


selves in this role. ‘They conceive of their mission as keeping SAC 
such a marvel of efficiency and power that its strength will never 
have to be tested. Just how this hope will work out remains to be 
seen, for during the historic periods of peace there was only one 
Roman army and one avy whereas now the Russians have 
their own strategic air force and their own hydrogen bomb, But it 
is a rule of human nature that the toughest cop has to swing h 
nightstick the least—and LeMay is without doubt the toughest cop 
of the Western world.
